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THE FARMERS’ CASE. 
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Those correspondents who challenge received 
but usually uninformed opinions on subjects 
that matter deserve the gratitude of the 
nation. and some letters to the editor of the 
Irish Times, written since our last ‘‘ Farming 
Review’ was published, come within the 
category. One correspondent, arguing from 
certain figures published in the September 
issue of the /rish Trade Journal, puts a case 
which we think deserves consideration when 
he infers that our difficulties arise from 
countryfolk, like townspeople, endeavouring 
to maintain, under the altered conditions of 
1926. the standard of living which obtained 
in 1914. There is point in the criticism. 
though as we shall try to show, there is an 
auswer to it from the farmer’s point of view. 
In so far as any considerable percentage of 
the population, such for instance as land- 
holders of 30 acres or under, who form two- 
thirds to three-fourths of our farming popula- 
tion, live beyond their means, in so far is the 
well being of the nation menaced. Credits 
are rur up beyond a healthy point until, as 
in recent years in Ireland, the banks feel 
bound to restrict them. Trades people suffer 
and the farmer and his family find themselves 
leading harrassed and anxious lives, with no 
casy way out unless America or one of the 
Colomes offers them a home. The question 
of what may reasonably constitute ‘‘living 
beyond one’s means,’’ however, requires to be 
loeked into, and before we do this it may be 
well to take a further lock at those agricul- 
tural prices out of which the controversy has 
arisen. 


A Question of Figures. 


The list compiled in the/rish Jndustrial 
Journal is, of course, that for a single month, 
August, and is subject to many reservations, 
such as occur where a seasonal list and not a 
yearly average of prices is under discussion. 
It contains .(quite properly) no general 
“average '” figure. It does not relate 
quantities, and, therefore, is not ‘‘ weighted.’’ 
(The late Professor. Oldham was rightly 
msistent that to be of serious permanent 
value statistics require to be weighted, but 
it is not an easy task.) The figures, of course, 
are not valueless, but they need great circuy- 


spection before they can be generalised upon, | 


and if it is dangerous to take ‘‘an average of 
averages '—one was taught at school that it 
could not be done!—it is certainly dangerous 
fo argue from it. Nevertheless, we propose 
to follow a correspondent who does so and 
seo where, assuming his mode of approach 
lo the price problem: to be sound, it will lead 
us.

Farmer's Standard of Living. 


We can now better consider the question 
whether any change in his standard of living 
has occurred since 1915. The cost of living 
increase is mainly calculated for wage-earners. 
In the investigations which preceded it, it 
was tound that in wage-earners’ budgets the 
proportion of expenditure on rent worked out 
at about 5 to 4 per cent. of the total money 
expended weekly. Even taking  better-off 
people into the calculation, it seems to have 
been only about 6 to 7 per cent. The fact 
that the farmer’s rent has not been increased 
would not; .therefore, greatly alter the bear 
ing on him of vhe general incidence of price 
change. Such benefit as he may thus obtain 
would prebably be balanced by the higher 
price he pavs when purchasing necessaries in 
small centres of population, where the cost 
of clothing, boots, etc.. runs hich. Indeed. as 
the figures stand. it might seem that, unless 
the average Jrish farmer was in a position of 
affluence tn 19145, and for many years follow- 
ing, he could not have lived during recent 
lean years except on his own previously 
acquired fat. And. as the affluence theory is 
a myth, the conclusion would seem obvious— 
that smal! farming is on the verge of bank- 
ruptev, if. indeed, it has not fallen over that 
verge. But the apparently obvious is not 
necessarily te true, and there is another 
factor to account of in the farmer's 
hudgetting. To some extent, he may be said 
to take in his own washing. He may. indeed, 
need to expend that thitv shillings 
or commodities which cost thirty- 
six, but a portion of his housekeeping 
Is done economically and at wholesele 
prices, since. nossiblv. butter and bacon, and, 
almost certainly, potatoes and ergs are moved 
from the farm to the table, with no middle- 
man to take toll of them in transit. In this 
and in the small labour bill he has to meet, 
after his own work and that of his family 
have been expended upon the farm, he has 
advantages over the town dweller.

Effects of Price Changes. 


The ‘question then of the effects of, price 
changes upon the farmer may be put thus: 
Either the bearing upon him of the agricul- 
side (which for Ireland seems to be 
somewhat of a conjecture) and if the cost of 
living figures cannot be calculated, being

In addition to sugar produetion, an im- 
portant part of the factory's operations will 
be the production of feeding stuffs, such as 
wet pulp, dried pu'p, sugar pulp, containing 
15 per cent. of sugar and molasses. These 
vill be found of great value to stock-feeders. 
Another useful by-product is waste lime, used 
as a fertiliser. ' 

The factory. even as it stands at present, 
with its lofty chimney, is an outstanding 
‘eiture of the landscape. It gives employ- 
ment now to 750 men, of whom only 80 are 
ahens, and is a great mass of steel frame- 
work, concrete, and machinerv. About 2,507 
tons of steel have been used in connection 
with the bnildings, and there are three miles 
Over 10.000 tons 
of other materials have heen brought in. and 
the enterprise has resulted in the district 
being converted into a regular hive of in- 
dustrv. 

It is gratifying to note that the local firm, 
Thomas Thompson and Son, Ltd., have car- 
ried out all the concrete work, and several of 
the. steel buildings have also been erected by 
them. It might be mentioned that this firm 
are also very busily engaged in the erection of 
hay barns throughout the country.

MIXED FARMING PAYS 
BEST. 
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The views expressed by Mr. Patrick Hogan, 
Minister for Agriculture, regarding Canadian 
farming conditions, were emphasised in a 
striking manner to the /rish Times Agricul- 
cultural Representative by Mr. D. Twomey, 
Chief Live Stock Inspector of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, who accompanied the 
Minister during his recent visit to Canada. 

' Provided that Irish cattle are improved,” 
said Mr. Twomey, ‘‘Canadians cannot displace 
them on the English market. The Canadian 
cattle trade with Britain will be permanent, 
but it will never be so great as to interfere 
with the Irish trade if the cattle here are im- 
proved. The competition of chilled and 
frozen meat from Argentina is a more serious 
factor.”’ 


No Dual Purpose Cattle. 


The nice quality of Canadian cattle is due, 
in. Mr. Twomey’s opinion, to the fact that 
their pedigree cattle are so good, und the in- 
fluence of these herds extends to the con 
mercial cattle.

A NEW TRACTOR TRAILER. 
—— €——- 


Wi! at is claimed to be the only heavy com - 
mercial vehicle of its kind made in the Irish 
Free State is. the “ Universal” two wheel 
tractor trailer, designed and manufactured 
by Messrs. Puthie. Large and Co., Ltd... 
Athy. This has been specia ly designed for 

“with the Fordson tractor. It carries a 
load of from four to five and tests in the 
ordinary way of business show that the cost 
of running the vehicle is one-third that of. a 
motor lorry. road haulage in this cone 
nection a Fordson tractor fitted with Twin- 
east rubber tvred wheels, can travel up to 
18 miles per hour, 3 

A feature of the tractor trailer is the ease 
with which it can be worked. It is easy to 
handle in narrow, awkward places, and can be 
backed as readily as a horse and cart. 

The body measures ten feet by six feet, tips 
on end. and is fitted with hinged side and 
tail boards, the material used being red deal. 
The loading height is 3 feet 4 inches, and 
the wheels are steel dise with bronze bush- 
ings, fitted with 140 x 720 solid rubber tyres. 
The brakes are operated from the tractor 
and the tipping device is extremely simple. 

An agricultural type of this tractor trailer 
is also manufactured. The main difference is 
that the wheels are iron-shod. This adds 
materiallv to the value of the Fordson on the 
farm. for it means that the agricultural 
produce can be brought to market at an 
extremely low cost when the tractor is not 
required on the farm. For such work the tax 
on the trailer is only 5s. per annum. 

For ordinary road work the tax for tractor 
and trailer under the new Free State Budget, 
per annum is £21. The cost of the tractor 
fitted as stated is £219 5s., and the tractor 
trailer £90.

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Sugar-beet growing experiments conducted 
at 424 centres over a total area of 462 
statute acres in 1925 indicate that with 
proper care and management a crop com- 
paring favourably in yield and sugar content 
with Continental crops can be grown in this 
country.

vield. The actual width of the drills has to 

e considered in relation to the general 
manuring and cultivation of the crop. Where 
farm-yare manure is applied in very narrow 
drills it is difficult to cover it properly, but 
this difficulty should seldom arise, as it is 
probable that the practice of applying farm- 
yard manure in the autumn in preparation 
for the sugar-beet crops will become general. 

After cultivation ir. extremely narrow drills 
is also likely to present some difficulty in wet 
seasons and badly prepared soils. Notwith- 
standing these disadvantages, the production 
of a heavy yield of medium-sized, uniform 
beets of high sugar content is most likely 
to be achieved by growing the crop in narrow 
drills and by singling the plants to a medium 
distance apart. 

Reports furnished by the Agricultural 
instructors in connection with these experi- 
ments indicate that up to the time of harvest- 
ing the crops there was no material difference 
in the costs of production of the mangel and 
sugar-beet crops. The extra cost of the beet 
crop as compared with that of the mangels 
was confined almost entirely to the opera- 
tions; of harvesting and delivery to the 
factory. The cartirg off of the sugar-beet 
crowns, where practised, was more than off- 
set by their value for stockfeeding.

GARAGING A MOTOR VAN. 


ALLEGED WRONGFUL ENTRY. 

In the case of Simon Cowan and James A. 
Connor (trading as James A. Connor and 
Co.), photographers, 20 Warren street, Porto- 
bello, against Esther Jackson, 25 Lower 
Ormond quay, 

Mr. Nolan-Whelan (instructed by Messrs. 
J. Moran and Co.) applied on behalf of the 
laintiffs for an order committing the de- 
endaat to prison for contempt of Court in 
disobeying an order of the Court, dated 28th 
of last June, restraining the defendant; her 
servants and agents, pending the trial of the 
action, from interfering with the free access, 
ingress or egress to the premises 23a Kings- 
land Park avenue, South Circular road. 
Dublin. The action was brought for an in- 
junction and for damages for alleged wrong- 
fully entering the plaintiffs’ garage and 
premises and depriving them of the use 
thereof. 

Counsel referred to an affidavit of Simon 
Cowan, one of the plaintiffs, which stated 
that the premises were held by the plaintiffs 
as quarterly tenants under an agreement with 
the defendant. The premises formed part of 
No. 5 Stamer street, which was sold by the 
defendant some months ago. The defendant 
had asked him for the key of the garage, 
where, by his permission, she had her motor 
car, and he told her that the gate was open 
and that the mechanic was working there. 
The defendant then made it clear that it was 
possession of the premises that she required, 
and charges were made against him after he 
had refused to give up possession. 

The defendant, a widow, in a replying 
affidavit, stated that she agreed to let the 
ground floor to the plaintiffs at a weekly 
tenancy of 10s. for the purpose of storing & 
Ford van, provided that her motor car was 
allowed to remain there and that she would 
have access to it at all times that she required 
to use the car. She clearly pointed out to 
Mr. Cowan that the premises were let only 
for the purpose of garaging the van, and 
that she reserved the room over the garage for 
her own use. She denied that any damage 
was done to the plaintiffs’ property. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Sherry (instructed by Messrs. Corrigan and 
Corrigan), appeared for the defendant, sub- 
mitted that this was a very audacious ap- 
plication. The garage, or portion of it, was 
held on a weekly tenancy. The whole garage 
was not let at all, the right to garage her car 
being held by the defendant. After getting 
possession of the garage for the purpose of 
garaging the van, the plaintiffs went into 
possession of the upper part of the premises 
as a dwelling-house, which had not been let 
to them at all. He submitted that the ap- 
plication was wholly untenable, there being 
no disobedience of the order mentioned on the 
part of the defendant. 

Mr. Justice Q’Byrne refused the applica- 
tion, with costs, stating that from the evidence 
before him he was satisfied that the letting to 
the plaintiffs was only for the purpose of 
garaging the motor van.

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PRISONER OF IRISH 
RISING. 
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REMARKABLE STATEMENT BY 
CONVICT ON LICENCE 

Remarkable statements were made by James 
Redican, a convict on licence, who gave an 
address in. Dartry, Dublin, when he appeared 
in custody before Justice Flattery at Rivers- 
town (Co. Sligo) District Court on Tuesday 
evening, charged with having failed to produce 
his licence to the Guards when requested, and 
with having frequented the public streets and 
highway with intent to commit a felony. 

Sergeant Healy, Riverstown, said that he 
found Redican on the 16th August last con- 
cealed among sheep in a cart coming from a 
fair. He esked Redican, who at: first gave a 
wrong name, why he was preaching sedition 
against Saorstat Eireann. Redican replied 
that he was an intelligence officer for both the 
army and the police force, and that that was 
the only way in which he could get to know 
the minds of the people. He gave the name 
of a detective officer as reference. 

The witness communicated with Detective 
Cullinan, who stated that he knew nothing 
about Redican except that he was a conict 
on licence. The police were satisfied that 
tedican’s story was bogus. 

tedican told the Court that -he Was a 
member of the old Irish Republican Army, 
and was wounded in Easter week, 1916, when 
he served with Mr. de Valera in E Company. 
He was made a prisoner of war, but had been 
released by amnesty of the King. 

Superintendent O’Shea (prosecuting) said 
that Redican was released by the Free State 
Government in 1924. He had been charged 
with armed robhery at three banks. 

Addressing the prisoner—Was not there 
some dispute, Redican, at the time you were 
arrested as to whether your taking money 
from banks was an official act or not? 

Redican—Yes; I was treated as an official 
prisoner. Sir A. Cope, who arranged the 
Treaty between England and Ireland, came 
when I was on hunger-strike and told me 
my release was ordered. ! 

RAID ON BANKS.’ 

“There were two men appointed—Judge 
Meredith and Judge Cleary ’’—Redican went 
on, “- to investigate my case to see did I rob 
banks officially. During the investigation 
fighting broke out between the Free State and 
Republicans.

THREE MEN RETURNED FOR 


TRIAL, . 
_. (BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 

Patrick McNamara (20), 86 Francis street 
and John Fox (21), 3 Mark’s Alley, Francis 
street, Dublin, were again before the Court 
on several charges, including attempted 
murder, arising out of the armed “hold up ” 
in the licensed premises of William Brett, 
Parnell street, last Sunday afternoon. Along 
with them was now charged Edmund Murphy 
(26), of 1 John Dillon street, who, the 
prosecution alleged, was the third man of 
the “hold up” party. 

Mr. Davis prosecuted, and Mr. E. H. 
Burne appeared for Fox and McNamara. 

Wilham Brett stated that that morning 
he attended an identification parade at the 
Bridewell, and picked out Murphy as the 
third member of the party who raided his 
house on last Sunday. e was positive’ as 
to his identity. 

When the witness had given his evidence, 
two women were removed from court, on the 
direction of the Justice, who said that he 
would have no histrionics there. 

Thomas Byrne, who already had made a 
deposition, stated that he was not sure that 
Murphy was one of the men whom he saw 
running away and firing at the pursuing 
crowd. Prisoner had a different hat in the 
identification parade. 

Justice—What sort of'a hat had he on on 
Sunday? A dark fawn hat, well-worn and 
dirty. 


ACCUSED MAN’S STATEMENT. 
Sergeant Moriarty, C Division, Metropoli- 
tan Guards, deposed that he arrested Murph 
in bed in hig home between 1 and 2 cen aa 
that mornin In the Bridewell he made 
and signed the following statement :— 

“I got out of bed about 10.30 a.m. on 
Sunday, 26th. I went to 12 o’clock Mass at 
Michae! and John’s; then I went to Farrell’s 
shop, Cornmarket, to buy biscuits. I went 
home then, and went to the /Orthopedic 
Hospital, Merrion street. My cousin, Mrs, 
Doran, who was staying in the house, went 
to the hospital with me. We left the 
ho pital about five past two, and came home. 
I ther left the house about 2.30 p.m., and 
went to see my sister, who is a patient in 
Jervis Street Hospital. About ten minutes 
to four, with my mother and two sisters, 
Bridget and Molly, Mrs. Doran and Mr. 
McCabe, 1 Casino terrace, Malahide road, we 
left the hospital for Nelson’s Pillar, and took 
a tramcar to Mount Jerome. We left Mount 
Jerome about 5 p.m., took the tram io the 
corner of George’s street, and walked home. 
At 10.15 p.m.. I left with my cousin, Miss 
Bridie Meehan; I do not know her address, 
but I think it is 36 South Circular road, 
Kilmainham. There was a friend, Miss 
Costello, also with us. I do not know her 
address. Then I went home. About 
10.20 p.m. I left Mr. McCabe to the "bus at 
O'Connell Bridge. Then I went home and 
to bed.”’ 

Maurice Byrne, 20 Rutland place, North 
Circular road, deposed that shortly after 
five o’clock last Sunday he was standing 
with a man named Barrett at the corner of 
King’s Inns street and Parnell street. He 
noticed three men pass by, and just after- 
wards his attention was drawn to them by 
hearing shouts of either ‘‘robbers”’ or 
‘murderers ’’; he was not sure which word 
was used. When the shout was raised the 
three men started to run up King’s Inns 
street. He next saw a man bareheaded, 
whom he now knew to be Mr. Brett, follow- 
in” them up King’s Inns street. Two of the 
men turned down a laneway, and the third, 
the tallest of the three, stopped and fired a 
shot in the direction from which Mr. Brett 
was coming. That man, whom he identified 
as the prisoner, Murphy, then followed the 
others into the laneway. 

SHOTS FIRED. 

Witness and his friend, Barrett, ran round 
to.Dominick street, into which the lane 
opens at the other end. He saw the three 
come out of the lane and go into Bolton 
street. Witness and Barrett kept after 
them as far as th: Dorset Picture Hall. 
There the men stopped and fired two shots 
towards witness. They then ran down 
towards Parnell square. As they ran past 
the Meath Hotel, someone, probably at- 
tracted by the shouting, threw something cat 
of an upstairs window at them. The men 
then separated, the tallest going off in front 
of the others. By this time witness was 
abreast of one of the three, who was firing 
back; the man he now knew to be 
McNamara. At the end of the square 
witness crouched behind an electric standard, 
with his friend, Barrett, taking cover behind 
him: As McNamara was apparently trying 
to reload his gun, Barrett rushed at him, 
holding in his hand his leather belt, which he 
had taken off. McNamara looked as if he 
was trying to use the butt of the revolver on 
Barrett, when witness rushed in and threw 
his overcoat over his head. There was a 
scuffle, and a crowd of people pulled the 
man to the ground. Witness got his hand 
on the gun, but in the confusion someone 
else took it from him. Mr. Brett then came 
up, and McNamara was handed over to the 
police. ! : 

In reply to further guestions, witness 
stated that at the identification parade that 
morning he picked ‘out Murphy as the tall 
man of the three. He could not identify Fox, 
but he saw him in Parnell street. 

THE CHASE. 

Patrick O'Hare, 21 Stafford street, told the 

Court how he took part in the chase, follows 
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ing at 15 to 20 yards behind the three men. 
At the corner of Parnell square and Parnell 
street a couple of people tackled one of the 
men, who was firing. That man was the 
Em McNamara. Witness clinched with 

im, and both fell to the ground, witness 
holding on.to the gun. Witness added :—': A 
couple of people in the crowd thought they 
were doing good by taking their belts off 
to him; but they struck me instead of him.” 

Continuing, he stated that he did not see 
ths prisoner fox. there. He could not 
identify Murphy as the tall man that he saw 

“2g. He could not swear that either 
Murphy or Fox were two of the men that he 
saw at any time during the chase. 

All three prisoners were sent for trial in 
custody to the Central Criminal Court. As 
they were leaving the dock a number of 
young women at the back shouted encourag- 
ing remarks to them.
